Reference was made to the communication, from the 
Bureau to you dated September 11, 1951, wherein you were 
advised that a check was being made to determine if the 
magazines listed, above if ere identical to those cited by the. 
California Committee on Un-American Activities on page .22$ 
of their 1948 report. 

A check of the records of the California Committee 
on Un-American Activities, specifically, their 194© report 
failed to reveal any further identification concerning the 
captioned magazines other than that, set forth on page 225 of 
the 1948 report of that committee.
